annum; in 1866 to $5,000 per annum; 
and now it is $7,500 per annum. The 
20-cent mileage, graft 
has survived 
a1! increases of salary. Originally it 
Vv'as not an abuse, for it began long 
before the days 
of 
railroads 
and 
when members’ salaries were small. 
Ten cents a 
mile 
each 
way to 
and from Washington 
was 
not so 
much cut of the way when members 
traveled on horseback or by stage 
coach and 
private 
conveyance and 
had to pay tavern hills. 
But since 
the era of railroads the allowance is 
many times the cost of travel. 
To private citizens who 
are sub­ 
poenaed from any part of the United 
States, as witnesses 
in the federal 
courts, five cents mileage each way, 
ten cents tor the round trip, is 
lowed. This is fairly liberal and con­ 
gress evidently thinks it enough for 
private citizens, but it allows its own 
members ten cents a mile each way. 
The abuse

strongly entrenched, 
with congress itself holding the key 
to the situation.

They Shall Be Sure of Getting 
Enough to Eat. 


Probably Have One More. Along Main 
Line 
of 
the 
Iron 
Mountain 
in South Missouri— Means 
Much for the Farmers.

Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 
18—The 
Missouri Pacific-! roil Mountain 
Rail­ 
way company, through its agricultural 
department, has established five dem­ 
onstration farms on its lines in Ar­ 
kansas and louisiana and will prob­ 
ably establisn one more along the 
main line of the Iron 
Mountain in 
Southern 
Missouri. 
The 
Louisiana 
farms are located at Glenmore and 
Mer Rouge, the Glenmore farm being 
under the charge of Dr. C. AL Mon­ 
roe, and the Mer Rouge 
farm 
in 
charge of Mr. Tom Andrews. 
The 
Arkansas farms are located ar. Der­ 
mott, Conway and Hope, the Dermott 
farm 
being 
in charge of Mr. J. J. 
Lowe, the Conway farm in charge ot 
Mr. J. \V. Turner, and the Hope farm 
in charge of Mr. F. P. O'Neal. 
This work has been inaugurated in 
accordance with plans worked out by 
this department with the assistance 
of Mr. J. N. GUhens and approved by 
President IL F. Bush and his assist­ 
ant, Mr. F. J. Shepard. 
The work 
will he under the general supervision 
of this department and in direct co­ 
operation with the United Stites de­ 
partment of agriculture. 
In each in­ 
stance the demonstration farm is lo­ 
cated immediately adjacent 
to 
the 
company’s rails, and in no instance 
more than one mile from the town 
named above. 
In order to fully ac­ 
quaint the traveling public with the 
nature of the work we will as soon as 
possible put up large signboards, far 
enough from the railroad to be con­ 
veniently read, each sign board bear­ 
ing the trade-mark of the Missouri 
Pacific-Iron Mountain and the words, 
“Demonstration 
Farm—Gove~nment 
Co-Operation.” 
On these farms we intend to grow 
all the staple crops, together with 
grasses and forage crops of various 
kinds, and in some instances where 
conditions are favorable small fruits 
and vegetables. 
The work will he 
conducted along strictly modern lines 
and the same methods will be em­ 
ployed as are employed by the United 
States department of agriculture in 
treating soils, cultivating craps, us­ 
ing fertilizers, etc. 
The publicity work in connection 
with these farms has been turned 
over to Mr. J. W. Kearney, publicity 
manager at St. Ixniis. 
Yet a large 
amount of publicity work can bo done 
by officials and bv the resident and 
traveling representatives of the com­ 
pany. 
We believe we shall have the 
assistance of all to the extent of call­ 
ing attention to the work which the 
company is inaugurating in Hie in­ 
terest of the farmers and which will 
cost the company a very considerably 
amount of money. 


Where the physical struggle for life 
is at its keenest, as it is among the 
Eskimos, the years glide by free from 
the more subtle cares and worries of 
the civilized man. 
The Eskimo does 
not count the days and keeps no rec­ 
ord of time. 
All his thoughts are cen­ 
tered on hunting. 
Once I asked an Eskimo who seemed 
to be plunged in reflection, “What are 
you thinking about?” 
He laughed at my question, and 
said, “Ob, it is only you white men 
who go in so much for thinking! 
Up 
here we only think of our flesh-pits. 
and whether we have enough for the 
long dark of the winter. 
If we have 
moat enough, then there is no need to 
think. 
I have meat and to spare!” 
I saw that I had insulted him by 
crediting him with thought. 
On another occasion I asked an un­ 
usually intelligent Eskimo, Panigpak, 
who had taken part in Peary’s last 
North Polar expedition: 
“Tell me, what did you suppose was 
the object of all 
your 
exertions? 
What did you think when you saw 
the land disappear behind you and 
you found yourself out on the drifting 
ice-floes?” 
“Think?” said Panigpak, astonished. 
“I did not need to think. 
Peary did 
that!” 
Eating becomes the great thing with 
the Eskimos. 
I once excused myself, 
when paying a visit, with the plea that 
I had already eaten and had had 
enough. 
I was laughed at, and the 
answer I received was: 
“There thou 
talkest like a 
dog! 
Dogs can be stuffed till they are satis­ 
fied and can eat no more; but people 
—people 
can 
always 
eat!”—Knud 
Rasmussen, in The People of the Polar

Murder 700 Years Ago Still Causes 
Annual Tribute to Be Paid by 
the Community. 


Seven hundred years ago some shep­ 
herds of the Valley of Roncal, in Na­ 
varra, were murdered by shepherds of 
the ATallev of Bareton, in Bearn, the 
crime taking place on the high pasture 
lands of Arles, in the Pyrenees. 
It would have been difficult to bring 
the murderers individually to justice, 
and the Spaniards were preparing to 
make war upon the valley from which 
the French murderers had come, when 
the French village proposed that peace 
be maintained at the price of a yearly 
tax or tribute, to endure for all time, 
and this proposition was accepted 
without demur. 
The payment of this blood tax— 
originally three white mares, but later 
three cows of a particular breed and 
color—has been made ever since, the 
custom—it. is nothing more—having 
survived even the great wars in which 
both Franc© and Spain have engaged, 
and the storm of the French revolu­ 
tion. 
Yearly the representative men of 
the two valleys meet on the frontier, 
at a certain stone, remote from any 
town. and go through the ceremony 
of presenting and receiving the cattle. 
The order of procedure, which is 
elaborate and impressive, is fixed by 
a document bearing the date 
1375, 
though the tax was paid a hundred 
years prior to that time.

Electricity, unlike coal oil or gasoline, can be 
used in connection w ith reflectors and the bulk 
of the light thrown in any direction wanted. 


More light comes through the side of an elec­ 
tric lamp than through the top or the bottom. 
I his is true of all artificial lighting devises. 


Therefore 


if your lighting units are placed near the ceil- 
ing, you are lighting the ceilings and walls 
and not the counters, desks or goods you may 
be displaying. 
W ith electricity you can use 
reflectors that will direct the light downward.
